A number of the projects are of 
direct impact on wage-earners and 
householders. © One of these pro- 
vides for formation of a new gov- 
érnmental department of corporate’ 
and consumer affairs, and arises 
from the recent studies of retail 
prices and the factors involved in 
the soaring price level. But quality 
standards and merchandising prac- 
tices are also important aspects of 
the new department's 
along with safeguards for. the small 
investor, This should be a popular 


innovation. 


Farmers and fishermen will 
benefit from an expansion of fed- 
eral loans, and means to increase 
industrial productivity will demand 
parliament’s attention, Ina similar 
field will. be the controversial 
Canada Development Corporation, 
which was devised as a means of 
encouraging Canadians to invest in 
Canadian enterprises. Recent sta- 
tistics show a surprising volume of 
Canadian investment in United 
States securities while our own busi- 


Corporation could be instrumental 
in channeling Canadian money into 
domestic but the

Unitying Focus 


Fearing that China may crack in two, 
Chou has set out to draw power to 
himself, not in order to build up a third 
fichting faction, but to neutralize the 
existing ones. He identified himself with 
the Maoists by publicly denouncing Liu 
Shao-chi, yet at the same time began 
coaxing back to the fold “revisionist” 
party bosses and army chiefs in the 
provinces who distrusted Lin but would 
accept Chou's private promises ot 
protection and a commonsense policy for 
China's future. 

By shifting political and military 
weight from the anti-Mao opposition to 
the Maoist triple alliance, he could 
lighten the first and provide a counter 
poise against the extremists in the 
second. The Maoists, anxious to isolate 
Liu, and at the same time build their 
minority into a majority so that they 
could excommunicate him constitution- 
ally, ostensibly fell in with Chou's plan 
for general reconciliation. 


Conciliation

Experts agree that after observing a 
decent silence, Chou would be expected 
to guide China, gently back to a slow- 
motion “cultural evolution” and a policy 
of “production before politics."’

Did Giant Meteorite 
Change the Earth? 


WASHINGTON — A couple 
of scientists have suggested a 
giant meteorite triggered the 
most recent reversal of the 
planet's magnetic field some 
700,000 years ago with pos- 
sibly disastrous consequences 
to earthly life. 

That the two events — the 
field change and the smashing 
impact of a huge body from 
space — occurred at about the 
same time was reported by 
Dr. Bruce C, Heezen and Bill 
Glass of the Lamont Geologi- 
cal Observatory at Palisades, 
N.Y. 

Either one, according to 
Heeze, could have destroyed 
myriads of living creatures on 
earth and might even have 
extinguished some species. 

Glass and Heezen presented 
& paper at the 48th- annual 
meeting of the American 
Geophysical Union on the 
discovery of tektites in deep- 
sea sediments south of Aus- 
tralia and Sumatra and north 
of the Philippines, 


Tektites are small glassy 
stones of spherical, teardrop, 
or dumbbell shape which 
scientists believe are formed 
under high temperatures re- 
sulting from meteorite hits on 
the moon or earth.

O'Keefe faces were red from excitement and delight. The

Sheepherders Showed Their Prejudices 


O'Keefes were given enough funds only for one night in 
Vancouver: They had to pay their own way there and back. The 
Mexicans, Los Angelenos and San Franciscans all lived on the 
Feague and commission expense account. 

This was part of Prank Grealy’s agony, the knowledge that 
O’Keefex weren't treated as equals. The knowledge that the 
commission and the PCSL sheepherders flagrantly and openly 
wanted Columbus to represent Canada bécause of it's vast and 
vocal Italian support.

Dr. C, H. Cleninshaw, Grif- 
fith Observatory director, said 
the best view of the eclipse 
was in Alaska where 70 per 
cent of the sun's surface was 
blocked out.

The assumption back of 
them is that you, I, and the 
other squares have got the 
world into a horrible mess, 
and that the new generation 
has no recourse but to with- 
draw from it into ‘a nirvana 
where all will be well. 


This, of course, is pure 
rhetoric, though it makes 
good hearing to the weak, the 
ineffectual and the chronically 
dissatisfied. 


That the world has its grave 
troubles, none of us can deny. 
But I cannot see that retreat 
into a shadowland of narcotic 
delusion is likély to provide 
any solutions worth having. 


Neither do the great 
majority of our young people 
_ and for this, we can be 
profoundly glad. It is they, not 
the apostles of banned nar- 
cotics who will provide the 
answers we need in a world, 
which has yet to learn how to 
live up to its racing tech- 
nology. 

These are the boys and girls 
who do not drop out, and 
because they are our chief 
hope, I think we should 
protect them from the nihilist 
fringe by all means at our 
command. 


Tt has been alleged in this 
regard, that the users and 
advocates of marijuana and 
other narcotics. have pent- 
trated into our schools. If this 
js so — and if it isn’t, we are 
luckier than most — we 
cannot afford the luxury of 
complacency.

I think we have indulged 
ourselves too far in that 
direction already. We have 
also strained tolerance in this 
matter of trafficking in illicit 
kick-providers to the limit. 


We have heard too much 
glib patter to the effect that 
the only thing wrong with 
marijuana smoking is the rap, 
and we have had it over- 
impressed upon us that the 
trade in this narcotic is a sort 
of betweenfriends arrange- 
ment. 


Up to a point, no doubt it is. 
However, the friendship does 
seem to have its price; and 
despite all disclaimers- to the 
contrary, I suspect that mari- 
juana is being pushed into this 
city and all other North 
American centres by men who 
make high profits from the 
trade. 


A lot of us have been too 
casual and too lax about the 
creeping evil that has come 
among us. 


I think it’s time we reminded 
ourselves that no matter how 
julling the propaganda pitch, 
the smoking of marijuana is 
unequivocally against the law.
